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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Barassi fails to disclose a 
belt structure "comprised of three rubberized cord layers each containing steel cords". As stated in the Final rejection (Paragraph 2), 
Barassi teaches a general belt structure having (a) "at least one metallic strip" between a first and second textile strip and (b) a radially 
outermost ply of steel cords that are inclined between 60 and 90 degrees. Thus, the reference is clearly directed to embodiments in which 
two or more metallic strips are disposed between said first and second textile strips, in which case the belt structure would "comprise" 
three rubberized cord layers each containing steel cords. It should be noted that the term "comprise" does not exclude the presence of 
additional belt layers and as such, any of the embodiments in which more than one metallic strip is disposed between said first and 
second textile strips, as suggested by Barassi, would have a belt structure "comprised" of three rubberized cord layers each containing 
steel cords. With respect to the axial extension of the outermost belt ply, as stated in the Final rejection (Paragraph 6), Barassi states that 
the radially outermost belt layer has a width that extends over the entire part of the ground contact area and provides adequate support for 
the tread blocks. Thus, since the tread blocks are defined by grooves, it is evident that in order for the radially outermost belt layer to 
"support the tread blocks", the radially outermost belt would necessarily be positioned axially outward of the tread blocks and the tread 
grooves. 
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
